Larry makes an interesting point about trying to corner the market. 
Traditional economic theory refers to limiting the supply in order to 
control the price as monopolistic behavior. Note however that 
"hoarding" (sitting on more than is needed to fill an individual's 
requirements) has a similar effect when supplies become very limited. 


The rumors of warehouses full of 6146Bs are a prime example. Until the 
government lets these phantoms loose, assuming they do exist, the effect 
is the same as holding up production (monopolistic behavior). 


Obviously this would not apply to tubes that have gone back into volume 
production, or tubes that are so limited in use that a handful would 
supply all markets for years, but as anyone who has thought of buying a 
1L6 or 6SS7 can tell you, supplies of some types are lean. 


(Now, I will don my flameproof vest and take a deeep breath....) 


Yes, the point I'm making here is that if someone is sitting on a large 
quantity of tubes (and by large I mean more than a few of any type 
needed to keep their radios playing) then they are also contributing to 
the process that escalates prices even further, by limiting the 
circulation of the available supply. 


Perhaps we should chage the BA motto to "Keep ‘em in circulation"?

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts.

Several companies offered them, including Johnson and B&W, among others. 
These coils are split so a swinging link can be inserted into the middle 
between the split coils. The base is porcelon, with four prong plugs at the 
bottom. Base is 3 3/4 inches. 

Typical BVL designations include Johnson 150HCS20 (for 20 meters last digits 
15 and 10 meters for those bands), B&W used 80BVL, 20BVL, 15BVL, 10 BVL for 
80 through 10 meters. 

BEL versions won't work as they have a link attached to one end of the coil. 
I need the BVL types for 20, 15 and 10 meters. The coils I have for 160, 80 


and 40 are sorta beat up, so if you have them, I' d be happy to replace the 
ones I have. 


I need these coils for the tank circuit of a Stancor ST-202A (with an 811) 
that I'm still trying to restore. Need other parts, but I can use 
substitutions, except for the BVL coils. I plan to mate it with Millen VFO, 
an NC-200 and a great 80 meter windom beam. 


Any help locating these coils will sure be appreciated.

Two suggestions, Herb. One cause of leakage is moisture. Try heating 
for a while. After all, it took years for the moisture to get in. 


The other possibility is growth of tiny metal spikes around or 
through the mica. They cause leakage by corona, not necessarily 
direct contact. If you've got an adjustable high voltage supply, 
try applying more than rated voltage, with 50 to 100K to limit 
current, to burn them back. Probably ought to stop at 1.5 X rated. 
Might be polarity sensitive.

What to do with leaky old micas; ----Herb asks: 


> What's the next move: trash can, or can they be rejuvenated some 
> way..possibly with the application of current-limited high voltage, as 
> we do with electrolytics? 


Not being a chemist I can't explain what chemical reactions have taken 
place in the caps' dielectric other than to say moisture ingress has 
contributed to the deterioration of the dielectric. But the caps still can 
be used in less demanding service. They aren't much good for blocking 
capacitors because (1) their leakage will upset bias conditions in a high 
resistance grid circuit and (2) the leakage will increase with temperature 
making them upredictable. They could be used in tank circuits with no dc 
bias if you include a fudge factors for current and frequency to keep 
heating down which would speed up deterioration. You could use them as 
bypass capacitors if you derate the voltage rating somewhat. If used in 
that way and especially in a rig that sees infrequent use they may well 


solve the immediate replacement need. Using old parts goes with the 
proviso that if they should fail, what possible damage would failure cause 
to other difficult/impossible to replace parts. It's a judgement call not 
for the faint hearted.
